STATE BOARD OF HEALTH BULLETIN 


Not many Floridlans CTer think of 


their state board of health as \ 
completely equipped business organ- 
ization, a part of whose 
necessary 


functions Is. to administer its financial 
affairs according to the most thor- 
oughly efficient and exact methods, 
Involving as they do, the annual 
ex- 


penditure of large amounts of state 
funds *and the precise accounting for 
all ouch funds. 


These essential duties are no less 


Important than those for which the 
board was specifically organized—the 
conservation of public health and the 
education of the people to high stan- 
dards of living and sanatation. 


Perhaps even fewer people have a 


definite 
idea 
of this 
organization 


which must fill all the functions of 
a highly complicated business prop- 
osition, making it at the same time 
subsidary to the even more compli- 
cated department, wliieh must be con- 
tinuously on guard against the invas- 
ion from abroad or the department 
at librae of epidemic diseases 
and 


which must teach the people under 
its jurisdiction to overcome inherited 
prejudices and ideas about dseasea 
and instruct them in the value of up- 
to-date modern sanitation and moral 
cleanliness. 


Such work is not that ot untrained 


minds, such as may be found among 
the men and women who might be 
thoroughly efficient in a business or- 
ganization, and therefore the person- 
nel of tile body of employees who are 
making, and have made, the state 
board of health one of tlio most suc- 
cessful organizations of its kind 
in 


the United States, must be selected 
by strenuously caivl'ul methods. 


Experience 
and 
< nmmc.n 
sense 


are two elementally important ejual- 
ifications for the work of Hie board. 
The department wlneli administers 
the financing and accounting work is- 
manned by persons who \\ould 
find 


place only in the lushest t\pe of res 
ponsibie business concerns, and Hie 
stability 
of 
their 
connection 
de- 


pends upon the s<imc principal that 
would determine their employment by 
a business houe 
or 
corporation of 


such kind. 


In that work 
where 
the 
board 


comes directly Into contact with the 
people of Florida, the work of the 
assistant health officers, physicians 
and nurses, the demand is greater 
for educated specialists. 
The elec- 


tion of such employees might open 
the door 
for 
Inefficiency 
through 


friendship, 
favoritism 
and political 


pull, if such a door had ever exsted. 
But in the construction of the board, 
that door was ever built in, and from 
the beginning all 
such 
influences 


have been scrupulously barred out. 


On this subject the executive offi- 


cer has written in the forthcoming 
annual report of the board as follows: 
"By making competition and ability 
requirements of selection and employ- 
ment and divorcin'g from the appoint- 
ment of technical and clerical 
forces 


all pressure of friendship and favor- 
itism, the executive officer has ga- 
thered about him a working crew 
freed from political 
taint 
or 
the 


charge of the payment of political 
debts for campaign services of 
all 


kinds. 
Kvery technical assistant ha« 


bad to measure up to a standard es- 
tablished by an examining board, of

STATE BOARD OP HEALTH BULLETIN 


Not many Floridlans cyer think of 


their state board of health as 
completely equipped business organ' 
izatlon, a part of whose 
necessary 


functions Is. to administer its financial 
affairs according to the most thor- 
oughly efficient and exact methods, 
Involving as they do, the annual 
ex- 


penditure of large amounts of state 
funds *and the precise accounting for 
all ouch funds. 


These essential duties are no less 


Important than those for which the 
board was specifically organized—the 
conservation of public health and the 
education of the people to high stan- 
dards of living and sanatation. 


Perhaps even fewer people have a 


definite 
idea 
of this organization 


which must fill all the functions of 
a highly complicated business prop- 
osition, making it at the same time 
subsidary to the even more compli- 
cated department, which must be con- 
tinuously on guard against the invas- 
ion from abroad or the department 
at hdme of epidemic diseases 
and 


which must teach the people under 
its jurisdiction to overcome inherited 
prejudices and ideas about dseasea 
and instruct them in the value of up- 
to-date modern sanitation and moral 
cleanliness. 


Such work Is not that of untrained 


minds, such as may be found among 
the men and women who might be 
thoroughly efficient in a business or- 
ganization, and therefore tho person- 
nel of the body of employees who arc 
making, and have made, the state 
board of health one of tlie mo^t suc- 
cessful organizations of its kind 
in 


the United States, must be sel'-i-ted 
by strenuously c;uvl'ul methods.

But in the construction of the board, 
that door was ever built in, and from 
the beginning all 
such 
influences 


have been scrupulously barred out. 


On this subject the executive offi- 


cer has written in the forthcoming 
annual report of the board as follows: 
"By making competition and ability 
requirements of selection and employ- 
ment and divorcin'g from the appoint- 
ment of technical and clerical 
forces 


all pressure of friendship and favor- 
itism, the executive officer has ga- 
thered about him a working crew 
freed from political
